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COUNTY WILL 
HANDLE CITY'S 
TAX BUSINESS 


Slerrn Madre city taxon will be as¬ 
sessed and collected hereafter by the 
■ county, as a result of an ordinance in¬ 
troduced at last night's special meet¬ 
ing of the board of city trustees. The 
ordinance will be passed Anally in 
time to go Into effect before this year’s 
assessment is made. 

Duplication oi the machinery neces¬ 
sary for making the city and county 
assessments and collections is done 
away with by the new ordinance, and 
the city will save about three per cent 
on the toCal amount collected. The 
county is permitted by law to make 
a charge of one per cent for the ser¬ 
vices, whereas the arrangement will 
do away with the salary heretofore 
paid the assessor and the percentage' 
paid the tax collector. 

Under the proposed system the as¬ 
sessment for city purposes Is made 
at the same time the county assess¬ 
ment is made, county and city tax bills 
are rendered together and payment is 
made at (ine place only. Taxpayers 
will have one less tax bill to forget 
with the danger of allowing It to go 
delinquent. The assessment Is made 
on the basis of property owned on the 
first day of April and the county and 
city assessment work will begin im- 
mgdiately thereafter. 

Liability Insuranoa 

Sierra Madre’s official payroll will 
be insured under the employer’s liabil¬ 
ity law, as the trustees are of the 
opinion that the city cannot afford to 
run the risk of !>elng subject to the 
heavy indemnities required in case of 
accident to anyone engaged in the 
city’s service, Clerk Perry was di¬ 
rected to Investigate rates and forms 
of policies and secure the needed pro¬ 
tection. 

Fire Lines 

At Inst week’s meeting the trustees 
voted to expend 1300 tor the construc¬ 
tion of lire lines on the mountains 
above Sterrn Madre provided the gov¬ 
ernment will spend an cqull amount 
In doing work urged by Forest Super¬ 
visor Charlton of the Angeles Reserve. 
Mr. Charlton sent maps to the trustees 
showing the proposed lines designed 
to. protect the water shed of the Little 
Santa Anita Canyon. Construction of 
about 8 miles of lire lines, cleared to 
nn average width of 12 feet, was rec¬ 
ommended. at nn estimated cost of 
*600. * . ” 

Chief Ranger Sloan has repeatedly 
urged the trustees to provide funds for 
such purposes and practically promised 
that the government' would Join in 
the project with financial support as 
well as supervising the construction 
work. The . trustees were convinced 

that the city would be doing 
its part to go half way and the offer 
of *300 was made accordingly. At last 
night's meeting u letter from Mr. 

Charlton was read in which be said 
the government had no funds for the 
purpose but he would endeavor to se¬ 
cure a sulTIdent amount from the 

county. He expressed appreciation of 
the spirit shown by Sierra Madre in 
the matter. 

To Protoct Local Water Supply 

As planned by Supervisor Chnrlton 
the fire lines would be built on both 
sides of the Little Snnta Anita, run¬ 
ning from the mouthoof the canyon to 
the crj'st of the divide. On the east 
side the line would be joined at the 
top by a line built from the firebreak 
at the mouth of the Illg Santa Anita, 
thence the line would be continued 
around the east and north rim of the 
canyon to the point where the old 
trail Joins the Mt. Wilson toll road. 
The line starting from the west side of 
the mouth of the ennyon would as¬ 
cend to the peak Just above Sierra 
Madre and thence follow the ridge In 
a northwesterly direction to join the 
Mt. Wilson toll road. A lino will also 
be run up the ridge Just west of the 
Bailey canyon to Join this lines. 

The proposed fire lines servo a two 
fold purpose. They afford nn oppor¬ 
tunity Tor fighting brush tires by back 
firing, and also give,easier access to 
the scene of fires. When n gang of 
men are rushed up a steep slope 
through dense brush for n mile nr two 
they are so nearly exhausted upon ar¬ 
rival ns to be unable to give their best 
efforts to fighting the fire. 

On account of the grent fire hazard 
in .the,nearby mountains caused by. the 
Influx of mountain climbers from other 
parts of the county It seems particu¬ 
larly necessary that the county or gov¬ 
ernment should shnre the cost of this

PLANT WILD FLOWERS 


Have you done your part to¬ 
ward beautifying the streets and 
vacant lots of Sierra Madr»? 
The Board of Trade offered re¬ 
cently to supply wild flower 
seeds free to all who would 
plnnt them In the parkways or 
on property where they would 
be seen from the streets. 
Mnny seed packets were taken 
but there are still some In the 
hands of Secretary Ballou of 
the Board of Trade which may 
be obtained for the asking at 
the City Hall. 

In planting these seeds do 
not scatter them loose upon the 
surface of the ground, trusting, 
to luck that they will 
grow as If sown from the seed 
pod of the native plant. Take 
pains to dear the ground of 
wocdB, pulverize the surface 
soli, nnd rake Mte seeds Into the 
ground. The moisture of this 
week’s rains will leave the 
ground in Ideal shape to pro¬ 
mote growth.

Get a packet of 
seedH before they are all gone, 
and do your part. 


MEN AND LAND IDLE 

San Francisco Star: Disemployment 
has now become a real menace in Cali¬ 
fornia, and it will grow when the Pana¬ 
ma Canal*Is opened for business. To 
avert that menace, California must pre¬ 
pare for a change In Its treatment of 
the land, and it must prepare for it 
change in its tax system. There is a 
direct connection between Idle men and 
idle land; there is a direct connection 
between idle land and the system of 
taxation. 

It may be said without fear of suc¬ 
cessful contradiction, that If Snn Fran¬ 
cisco, Ia>s Angeles and other California 
cities were now raising their local rev¬ 
enues by taxing nothing except the 
"people-made" value of lots and lands 
—all personal property and improve¬ 
ments being exempt—there would be 
no need to raise it fund to provide 
work for the disemployed. Some of the 
best business sites in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles arc vacant: they are. 
held out of use while The People, by 
their Industrial activities, increase the 
value of the sites. 

Th<‘ Army of the Disemployed calls 
sharp attention to the Amendment for 
Home Rule in Taxation, which is to 
lie voted on next November. Governor 
Johnson says a special session of the 
Legislature could do nothing to relieve 
the temporary -distress.

WANT LONGER LEASES 

Attempts are being made to get a 
bill through congress permitting, the 
leasing of national forest lands under 
the “special use" classification for pe¬ 
riods of 25 years. At present leases 
are granted from year to year only on 
such lands, which includes pleasure re¬ 
sorts and private camps where build¬ 
ings are erected. While a renter 'who 
erects a building is supposed to be se¬ 
cure in his tenancy during such time 
as he pays his annual rental and ob¬ 
serves the rules of the forestry service, 
the absence of any substantial guar- 
ant e<- to that effect often operates to 
prevent the investment of money in 
permanent improvements. The Mt. Wil¬ 
son Hotel is situated on privately own¬ 
ed property which includes nearly three 
square miles, and the Orchard Camp 
property is also privately owned, both 
having been acquired before the for¬ 
est reserve was created. But most of 
the other .mountain resorts and private 
cabins are tin leased government prop¬ 
erty. If the occupants were assured of 
the benefits of improvements for years 
ti> come they would often invest much 
more money than at present. Ali such 
tenants will !»• keenly interested in the 
success of the proposed measure.

Strenuous efforts to secure the ex¬ 
tension of Huntington drive to Sierra 
Madre by condemnation of the nec¬ 
essary right of way, and an appeal 
to the state railroad commission to 
compel double tracking of the Pacific 
Electric line from El Camlno to Sierra 
Madre are the chief results to lie ex¬ 
pected from Monday evening's meet¬ 
ing of the Board if Trade. 

The highway matter was taken up 
on the report by President Moote of 
the result of a conference with Dep¬ 
uty County Attorney Hill. The lat¬ 
ter said if Sierra Madre would raise 
funds to guarantee the payment of the 
judgment the county would institute 
condemnation proceedings to secure 
tile right of way and would grade and 
improve the highway under the law of 
t907. _ Alt 

Secretary Ballou reported the re¬ 
sult of negotiations by letter and a 
conversation with Charles Hastings 
which made it clear that efforts to 
secure donation of u strip through his 
ranch would be useless. On motion of 
E. J. Webster, seconded by J. A. Os¬ 
good, it was voted that measures 
should be taken at once to raise the 
necessary funds. 

In a letter from N. W. Tarr it was 
requested that the old highway com¬ 
mittee he discharged and a less un¬ 
wieldy body he appointed. According¬ 
ly it was voted to have a committee 
of live, to include one engineer and 
one attorney, to cooperate with the 
county authorities in the condemna¬ 
tion proceedings and to arrange for 
solicitation of funds. 

Appeal to Commission 

President Moote reported that ef¬ 
forts to secure a conference with Pres¬ 
ident Shoup of the Pacific Electric on 
the double track matter had been fruit¬ 
less. Discussion of the matter seemed 
to show sentiment in favor of an ap¬ 
peal to the railroad commission, with 
some division of opinion as to whether 
the move should come from the hoard 
or from an Individual. On motion of 
J. H. Wright, seconded by J. A. Os¬ 
good, it was voted that the transpor- 
| tation committee be directed to pre¬ 
pare data and present the necessary 
| petition to the commission to secure 
the needed relief front present truffle 
conditions.
